ESUS was caſting out a devil, and it was dumb. 
3 And it came to paſs when the devil was gone 
out, the dumb ſpake; and the people wondered. 
But ſome of them ſaid, He caſteth out devils through 
Beelzebub, the chief of the devils. And others 
tempting him, ſought of him a {ign from heaven, 
But he knowing their thoughts, ſaid unto them, 
Every kingdom divided againſt itſelf, is brought to 
deſolation: and a houſe divided againſt a houſe, fall- 
eth.

is not with me, is againſt me: and he that gathereth 
not with me, ſcattereth. When the unclean ſpirit 
is gone out of a man, he walketh through dry places, 
ſeeking reſt ; and finding none, he ſaith, I will re- 
turn unto my houſe whence I came out. And when 
he cometh, he findeth it ſwept and garniſhed, Then 
goeth he and taketh to him ſeven other ſpirits more 
wicked than himſelf, and they enter in, and dwell. 
there, and the laſt ſtate of that man. is worſe than 
the firſt, And it came to paſs as he ſpake theſe 
things, a certain woman of the company lifted lr 
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her voice, and ſaid unto him, Bleſſed is the womb 
that bare thee, and the paps which thou haſt ſucked. 
But he ſaid, Yea, rather bleſſed are they that hear 
the word of God, and keep. it.

But he who was of 
the bond- woman, was born after the fleſh : but he 
of the free-woman, was by promiſe, Which things 
are an allegory : for theſe are the two covenants z 
the one from the mount Sinai, which gendereth to 
bondage, which is Agar. For this Agar is mount 
Sinai in Arabia, and.anſwereth to Jeruſalem which 
now is, and is in bondage with her children. But 
Jeruſalem which is above, is free ; which is the 
mother of us all. For it is written, Rejoice, thou 
barren, that beareſt not; break forth and cry, thou 
that travaileſt not: for the deſolate hath many more 
children than ſhe who hath an huſband. Now we, 
brethren, as Iſaac was, are the children of promiſe. 
But as then he that was born after the fleſh, perfe- 
cuted him that was born after the Spirit; even ſa it 
is now, Nevertheleſs, what faith the. Scripture 2 
Caſt out the bond-woman and her ſon; for 2 
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ſon of the bond-woman hall not be heir with the 
ſon of the free- woman. So then, brethren, we are 
not children of the bond- woman, but of the free.

ES Us went over the ſea of Galilee, which is the 
ſea of Tiberias. And a gre2t multitude followed 
him, becauſe they ſaw his miracles which he did on 
them that were diſeaſed, And Jeſus went up into 
a mountain, and there he fat with his diſciples, 
And the paſlover, a feaſt of the Jews, was nigh. 
When Jeſus then lift up his eyes, and ſaw a great 
company come unto him, he ſaith unto Philip, 
Whence ſhall we buy bread, that theſe may eat ? 
(And this he ſaid to prove him; for he himſelf 
knew what he would do.) Philip anſwered him, 
Two-hundred penny-worth of bread is not ſufficient 
for them, that every one of them may take a little, 
One of his diſciples, Andrew, Simon Peter's bro- 
ther, ſaith unto him, There is a lad here, who hath 
five barley-loaves, and two ſmall fiſhes : but what 
are they among ſo many? And Jeſus ſaid, Make 
the men fit down. Now there was much graſs in 
the place. So the men fat down in number about 
five thouſand. And Jeſus took the loaves, and 


when he had given thanks, he diſtributed to the diſ- 


ciples, and the diſciples to them that were ſat down, 
and likewiſe of the fiſhes, as much as they would. 
When they were filled, he faid unto his diſciples, 
Gather up the-fragments that remain, that nothin 

be loſt. Therefore they gathered them together, 80 
filled twelve baſkets with the fragments of the five 


barley-loaves, which remained over and above unto 


them that had eaten. Then thoſe men, when they 
Had ſeen the miracle that Jeſus did, ſaid, This is 
of a truth that Prophet that ſhould come into the 
world, | 3 ;

Jeſus anſwered, 
If I honour myſelf, my honour is nothing ;. it is 
my Father that honoureth me, of whom ye ſay, that 
he is your God ; yet ye have not known him ; but 
I know him: and if 1 ſhould ſay, I know him not, 
I ſhould be a liar like unto you; but I know him, 
and keep his ſaying. Your father Abraham rejoiced 
to ſee my day, and he ſaw it and was glad. Then 
ſaid the Jews unto him,. Thou art not yet fifty 
years old, and haſt thou ſeen Abraham? Jeſus faid 
unt them, Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, Before 
Abraham was, I am. T hen took they up ſtones to 
caſt at him; but Jeſus hid himſelf, and went out of 
the temple.

ET this mind be in you, which was alſo in 
Chriſt Jeſus; who being in the form of Gad, 
thought it not robbery to be equal with God: but 
made himſelf of no reputation, and took upon him 
the form of a ſervant, and was made in the like» 
neſs of men ; and being found in faſhion as a man, 
he humbled himſelf, and became obedient unto 
death, even the death of the croſs. Wherefore 
God alſo hath highly exalted him, and given him a 
name which is above every name: that at the Name 
of Jeſus every knee ſhould bow, of things in heaven, 
and things in earth, and things under the earth; 
and that every tongue ſhould confeſs that Jeſus 
Chriſt is Lord, to the glory of God the Father. 


The Goſpel. Matth. xxvii. 1. 


HEN the morning was come, all the chief 
prieſts and elders of the people took counſel 
againſt Jeſus to put him to death. And when the 
had bound him, they led him away, and delivered. 
him to Pontius Pilate the governor. Then Judas 
who had betrayed him, when he ſaw that he was 
condemned, repented himſelf, and brought again the 
thirty pigces of ſilver to the chief prieſts and elders, 
ſaying, I have ſinned in that I have betrayed the 
innocent blood. And they ſaid, What is that to us? 
ſee thou to that. And he caſt down the pieces 
of ſilver in the temple, and departed, and went and. 
hanged himſelf. And the chief prieſts. took the ſilver 
pieces, and ſaid, It is not lawful. to put them into 
the treaſury, becauſe it is the price of blood. And 
they took counſel, and bought with them the potters“ 
held to bury ſtrangers in. Wherefore that field was. 
called, The field of blood, unto this day. (Then 
was fulfilled that which was ſpoken by Jeremy the 
prophet, ſaying, And they took the thirty pieces of 


{ilver,, 
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ſilver, the price of him that was valued, whom they 
of the children of Iſrael did value, and gave them 
for the potters' field, as the Lord appointed me.) 
And Jeſus ſtood before the governor; and the go- 
vernor aſked him, ſaying, Art thou the King of the 
Jews? And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thou fayeſt. And 
when he was accuſed of the chief prieſts and elders, 
he anſwered nothing. Then ſaid Pilate unto him, 
Heareſt thou not how many things they witneſs 
againſt thee? And he anſwered him to never a word, 
inſomuch that the governor marvelled greatly. Now 
at that feaſt the governor was wont to releaſe unto 
the people a priſoner, whom they would. And 
they had then a notable priſoner called Barabbas, 
Therefore when they were gathered together, Pilate 
ſaid unto them, Whom will ye that I releaſe unto 
you ? Barabbas, or Jeſus who is called Chriſt ? For 
he knew that for envy they had delivered him, 
When he was fat down in the judgment-ſeat, his 
wife ſent unto him, ſaying, Have thou nothing to 
do with that juſt man: for I have ſuffered many 
things this day in a dream, becauſe of him. But 
the chief prieſts and elders perſuaded the multitude 
that they ſhould: aſk Barabbas, and deftroy Jeſus, 
The governor anſwered and ſaid unto them, Whe- 
ther of the twain will ye that I releaſe unto you! 
They ſaid, Barabbas, Pilate ſaith unto them, What 
ſhall I do then with Jeſus who is called Chriſt ? 
They all ſay unto him, Let him be crucified. And 
the governor ſaid, Why, what evil hath he done! 
but they cried out the more, ſaying, Let him be 
crucified, When Pilate ſaw that he could prevail 
nothing, but that rather a tumult was made, he 
took water and waſhed his hands before the mul- 
titude, ſaying, I am innocent of the blood of this 
Juſt perſon : ſee ye to it. Then anſwered all the 
people, and faid, His blood be on us, and on our 
children. Then releaſed he Barabbas unto them } 
a an 
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and when he had ſcourged Jeſus, he delivered him 
to be crucified. Then the ſoldiers of the governor 
took Jeſus into the common hall, and gathered 
unto him the whole band of ſoldiers. And they 
ſtripped him, and put on him a ſcarlet robe. And 
when they had -platted a crown of thorns, they put 
it upon his head: and they bowed the knee before 
him, and mocked him, ſaying, Hail, King of the 
Jews. And they ſpit upon him, and took the reed, 
and ſmote him on the head. And after that they 
had mocked him, they took the robe off from him, 
and put his own raiment on him, and led him away 
to crucify him, And as they came out, they found 
a man of Cyrene, Simon by name: him they com- 
elled to bear his croſs. And when they were come 
into a place called Golgotha, that is to ſay, A place 
of a ſcull, they gave him vinegar to drink, mingled 
with gall ; and when he had taſted thereof, he would 
not drink, And they crucified him, and parted his 
garments, caſting lots: that it might be fulftlled 
which was ſpoken by the prophet, They parted 
my garments among them, and upon my veſture 
diſt they caſt lots. And fitting down, they watched 
him there : and ſet up over his head his accuſation 
written, THIS IS JESUS THE EING OF THE 
JEWS. Then were there two thieves crucified 
with him; one on the right hand, and another 
on the left. And they that paſſed by reviled him, 
wagging their heads, and faying, Thou that de- 
ſtroyeſt the temple, and buildeft it in three days, 
ſave thyſelf : if thou be the Son of God, come down 
from the croſs. Likewiſe alfo 'the chief prieſts 
mocking him, with the ſcribes and elders, ſaid, He 

ſaved others, himfelf he cannot ſave : if he be the 
King of Iſrael, let him now come down from the 
croſs, and we will believe him. He truſted on God ; 
let him deliver him now, if he will have him: for 
he ſaid, I am the Son of God. The thieves _ 
| who 
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who were crucified with him, caſt the fame in 
his teeth. Now from the ſixth hour there was dark- 
neſs over all the land, unto the ninth hour. And 
about the ninth hour Jeſus cried with a loud voice, 
ſaying, Eli, Eli, lama ſabachthant ? that is to ſay, 
My God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken me ? 
Some of them that food there, when they heard 
that, ſaid, This man calleth for Elias. And ſtraight- 
way one of them ran, and took a ſpunge, and filled 
it with vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gave him 
to drink. The reſt ſaid, Let be, let us ſee whether 
Elias will come to fave him. Jeſus when he had cried 
again with a loud voice, yielded up the ghoſt, And 
behold the vail of the temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom, and the earth did quake, 
and the rocks rent, and the graves were opened, and 
many bodies of ſaints which ſlept, aroſe, and came 
out of the graves, after his reſurrection, and went 
into the holy city, and appeared unto many. Now 
when the centurion, and they that were with him, 
watching Jeſus, ſaw the earthquake, and thoſe 
things that were done, they feared greatly, ſaying, 
T ruly this was the Spa of God.

The Epiſtle. Hebr, x. 1, 


HE law having a ſhadow of good things to 
come, and not the very image of the things, 

can never with thoſe facrifices which they offered 
year by year continually, make the comers there- 
unto perfect; for then ſhould they not have ceaſed 
to be offered ? becauſe that the worſhippers once 
purged, ſhould have had no more conſcience of ſins. 
But in thoſe ſacrifices there is a remembrance again 
made of ſins every year. For it is not poſſible that 
the blood of bulls and of goats ſhould take away 
| fins : wherefore when he cometh into the world, he 
ſaith, Sacrifice and offering thou wouldſt not, but 
3 body haſt thou prepared me: in burnt-ofterings 
and ſacrifices for fin thou haſt had no pleaſure : then 
ſaid I, Lo, I come (in the volume of the book it is 
written of me) to do thy will, O God. Above, 
when he ſaid, Sacrifice and offering and burnt-offer- 
ings, and offering for fin thou wouldſt not, 3

hadſt pleaſure therein, which are offered by the law: 
Then ſaid he, Lo, I come to do thy will, O God. 
He taketh away the firſt, that he may eſtabliſh 
the ſecond, By which will we are ſanctified, through 
the offering of the body of Jeſus Chriſt once for all, 
And every prieſt ſtandeth daily, miniſtering and of- 
fering oftentimes the ſame ſacrifices, which can never 
take away fins ; but this man, after he had offered 
one ey fr for ſins, for ever fat down on the right 
hand of God: from henceforth expecting till his 
enemies be made his foot · ſtool. For by one offering 
he hath perfected for ever them that are ſanctified: 
whereof the Holy Ghoſt alſo is a witneſs to us, 
after he had ſaid before, This is the covenant that I 
will make with them after thoſe days, faith the 
Lord, I will put my laws into their hearts, and 
in their minds will I write them: and their fins and 
iniquities will I remember no more. Now where 
remiſſion of theſe is, there is no more offering for 
fin. Having therefore, brethren, boldneſs to enter 
into the holieſt by the blood of Jeſus, by a new and 
living way, which he hath conſecrated for us, thro' 
the vail, that is to ſay, his fleſh; and having an 
High Prieft over the houſe of God; let us draw 
near with a true heart, in full aſſurance of faith : 

| having our heart ſprinkled from an evil conſcience, 
and our bodies waſhed with pure water. Let us 
hold faſt the profeſſion of our faith without waver- 
ing: for he is faithful that pramiſed: and let us 
conſider one another to provoke unto love and to 
good works; not forſaking the aſſembling of our- 
ſelves together as the manner of ſome is: but ex- 

horting one another: and ſo much the more, as ye 
ſee the day approaching. 


The Goſpel. John, xix. 1, 
ILATE therefore took Jeſus, and ſcourged him, 


And the ſoldiers platted a crown of thorns, and 
X | put 
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put it on his head, and they put on him a purple 
robe, and ſaid, Hail, King of the Jews: and they 
ſmote him with their hands. Pilate therefore went 
forth again, and faith unto them, Behold, I bring 
him forth to you, that ye may know that I find no 
fault in him. Then came Jeſus forth, wearing the 
crown of thorns, and the purple robe. And Pilate 
| faith unto them, Behold the man. When the chief 
prieſts, therefore, and officers ſaw him, they cried 
out, Crucify him, crucify him, Pilate faith unto 
them, Take ye him, and crucify him : for I findno. 
fault in him. The Jews anſwered him, We have 
a law, and by our law he ought to die, becauſe he 
made himſelf the Son of God; When Pilate there- 
fore heard that ſaying, he was the more afraid ; and 
went again into the judgment-hall, and faith unto 
Jeſus, Whence art thou? but Jeſus gave him no 
anſwer, "T'hen faith Pilate unto him, Speakeſt thou 
not unto me ? Knoweſt thou not that I have power 
to crucify thee, and have power to releaſe thee ? 
Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldſt have no power at all 
againſt me, except it were given thee from above: 
therefore he that delivered me unto thee hath the 
greater ſin. And from thenceforth Pilate ſought to 
releaſe him: but the Jews cried out, ſaying, If 
thou let this man go, thou art not Cæſar's friend 
Whoſoe ver maketh himſelf a king, ſpeaketh againſt 
Cæſar. When Pilate therefore heard that ſaying; 
he brought Jeſus forth, and fate down in the judg- 
ment-ſeat, in a place that is called the Pavement, 
but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the 
preparation of the Paſſover, and about the fixth 
hour : and he faith unto the Jews, Behold your 
King. But they cried out, Away with him, away 
with him, crucify him, Pilate faith unto them, 
Shall I crucify your King? The chief prieſts an- 
iwered, We have no king but Cæſar. Then deli- 
vered he him therefore unto them to be crucified : 


and 
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and they took Jeſus, and led him away. And 
he, bearing his croſs, went forth into a place called 
the place of a ſcull, which is called in the Hebrew, 
Golgotha : where they crucified him, and two other 
with him, on either fide one, and Jeſus in the midſt, 
And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the croſs ; 
and the writing was, JESUS OF NAZARETH 
THE KING OF THE JEWS, This title then 
read many of the Jews: for the place where Jeſus 
was crucified was nigh to the city: and it was writ- 
ten in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. Then ſaid 
the chief prieſts of the Jews to Pilate, Write not, 
The King of the Jews; but that he ſaid, I am the 
King of the Jews. Pilate anſwered, What I have 
written, I have written. Then the ſoldiers, when 
they had crucified Jeſus, took his garments. and 
made four parts, to every ſoldier a part; and alſo 
his coat: now the coat was without ſeam, woven 
from the top throughout, They ſaid therefore 

among themſelves, Let us not rend it, but caſt lots 
for it, whoſe it ſhall be: that the Scripture might be 
fulfilled, which faith, They parted my raiment 
among them, and for my veſture they did caſt lots, 
Theſe things therefore the ſoldiers did. Now there 


ſtood by the croſs of ſeſus, his mother, and his 
mother's ſiſter, Mary the wife of Cleophas and 


Mary Magdalene. When Jeſus therefore ſaw his 
mother, and the diſciples ſtanding by, whom he loved, 
he ſaith unto his mother, Woman, behold thy ſon. 
Then ſaith he to the diſciple, behold thy mother. 
And from that hour that diſciple took her unto 
his own home. After this, Jeſus knowing that all 
things were now accompliſhed, that the Scripture 
might be fulhlled, ſaith, I thirſt. Now there was 
ſet a veſſel full of vinegar : and they filled a ſpunge 
with vinegar, and put it upon hyſſop, and put it 
to his mouth, When Jeſus therefore had received 
the vinegar, he ſaid, It is finiſhed : and he bowed 

| 5 his 
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his head, and gave up the ghoſt. The Jews there- 
fore, becauſe it was the preparation, that the bodies 
ſhould not remain upon the croſs on the Sabbath- 
day (for that Sabbath-day was an high day), beſought 
Pilate that their legs might be broken, and that they 
might be taken away. Then came the ſoldiers, and 
brake the legs of the firſt, and of the other who was 
crucified with him. . But when they came to Jeſus, 
and faw that he was dead already, they brake not his 
legs. But one of the ſoldiers with a ſpear pierced 
his ſide, and forthwith came there out blood and 
water. And he that ſaw it, bare record, and his 
record is true: and he knoweth that he faith true, 
that ye might believe. For theſe things were done, 
that the Scripture ſhould be fulfilled, A bone of him 
ſhall not be broken. And again, another Scripture 
faith, They ſhall look on him whom they pierced.

HERE was a man of the Phariſces named Ni- 
codemus, a ruler of the Jews : the ſame came 
to Jeſus by night, and ſaid unto him, Rabbi, we 
know that thou art a teacher come from God: for 
no man can do theſe miracles that thou doſt, ex- 
cept God be with him. Jeſus anſwered and faid 
unto him, Verily, verily, I ſay unto thee, Except a 
man be born again, he cannot ſee the kingdom of 
God.

That which is 
born of the fleſh, is fleſh ; and that which is born 
of the Spirit, is ſpirit. | Marvel not that I faid 
unto thee, Ye muſt be born again : the wind 
bloweth where it liſteth, and thou heareſt the ſound 
thereof; but canſt not tell whence it cometh, and 
whither it goeth ; ſo is every one that is born of the 
Spirit, Nicodemus anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
How can theſe things be? Jeſus anſwered and 
ſaid unto him, Art thou a maſter of Iſrael, and 
knoweſt not theſe things? Verily, verily I ſay unto 
thee, We ſpeak that do we know, and teſtify that 
we have ſeen; and ye receive not our witneſs. 
If I have told you earthly things, and. ye believe 
not, how ſhall ye believe if I tell you of heavenly 
things? And no man hath aſcended up to heaven, 
but he that came down from heaven, even the 
don of Man, who is in heaven. And as Moſes 
lifted up the ſerpent in the wilderneſs, even ſo muſt

Neither murmur ye, as ſome of 
them alſo murmured, and were deſtroyed of the 
deſtroyer, Now all theſe things happened unto them 
for enſamples ; and they are written for our admo- ' 
nition, upon whom the ends of the world are come, 
Wherefore let him that thinketh he ſtandeth, take 
heed leſt he fall. There hath no temptation taken 
ou but ſuch as is common to man; but God is 
faithful, who will not ſuffer you to be tempted above

which was with me. Therefore whether it were I, 
or they, ſo we preach, and ſo ye believed.

ES Us ſpake this parable unto certain who 

truſted in themſelves that they were righteous, 
and defpiſed others: Two men went up into the 
temple to pray ; the one a Phariſee, and the other 
a Publican. The Phariſee ſtood and prayed thus 
with himſelf ; God, I thank thee, that 1 am not 
as other men are, extortioners, unjuſt, adulterers, 
or even as this Publican : 1 faſt twice in the week, 
I give tithes of all that I pofſeſs, And the Publican 
ſtanding afar oft, would not lift up ſo much as his 
eyes unto heaven, but ſmote upon his breaſt, ſay- 
ing, God be merciful to me a ſinner. I tell you, 
this man went down to his houſe juſtified rather 
than the other; for every one that exalteth himſelf 
ſhall be abaſed; and he that humbleth himſclf ſhall 
be exalted,

But the ſame ſervant 
went out, and found one of his fellow-ſervants, 
who owed him an hundred pence: and he laid hands 
on him, and took him by the throat, ſaying, Pay 
me that thou oweſt. And his fellow-ſervant fell 
down at his feet and beſought him, ſaying, Have 
patience with me, and I will pay thee all. And he 
would not; but went and caſt him into priſon, till 
he ſhould pay the debt. So when his fellow-ſer- 
vants ſaw what was done, they were very ſorry, 
and came and told unto their Lord all that was 
done, Then his Lord, after that he had called 
him, ſaid unto him, O theu' wicked ſervant, I for- 
gave thee all that debt, bedauſe thou deſiredſt me: 
Shouldſt not thou alſo have had compaſſion on thy 
fellow-ſervant, even as I had pity on thee ? And 
his lord was wroth, and delivered him to the tor- 
mentors, till he ſhould pay all that was due unto 
him. So likewiſe ſhall my heavenly Father do alfo 
unto you, if ye from your hearts forgive not oy 
one his brother their treſpaſſes.

HERE is but one living and true God, ever“ 

laſting, without body or parts ; of infinite 
power, wiſdom, and goodneſs; the Maker and 
Preſerver of all things both viſible and inviſible.

6 57 E Old Teſtament is not contrary to the New; 
for both in the Old and New Feſtament cver- 
laſting life is offered to mankind by Chriſt, who is 
the only Mediator between God and Man, being 
both God and Man. Wherefore they are not to 
be heard, who feign that the old Fathers did look 
only for tranſitory promiſes. Although the Jaw 
given from God by Moles, as touching Ceremo- 
nies and Rites, doth not bind Chrittians, nor 
ought the Civil Precepts thereof of neceſſity to be 
received in any Commonwealth: yet, notwith- 
ſtanding, no Chriſtian whatſoever is free ſrom the 


obedience of the commandments which are called 
Moral.

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VII. Of Original or Birth. Sin. 


Riginal Sin ſtandeth. not in the following of 

Adam (as the Pelagians do vainly talk), but it 
is the corruption of the nature of every man, that 
naturally is engendered of the offspring of Adam, 
whereby man is very far gone from original righte- 
ouſneſs, and of his own nature inclined to evil, and 


that continually, 


VIII. Of Free-IWill. 


HE condition of man after the fall of Adam is 
ſuch, that he cannot turn and prepare himſelf 

by his own natural ſtrength and works to faith, and 
calling upon God: wherefore we have no power 
to do good works pleaſant and acceptable to God, 
without the grace of God by Chriſt preventing us, 
that we may have a good will, and working with 
us, when we have that good will. 


| IX. Of the Juſtification of Man. | 
E are accounted righteous before God, only 

\ V for the merit of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus 
Chrift, by faith, and not for our own works or de- 
ſervings : wherefore, that we are juſtified by faith 
only, is a moſt wholeſome doctrine, and very full 


of comfort. 
| J 


X. Of Good Wirks, 


Lthough good Works, which are the fruits of 
Faith, and follow after Juſtification, cannot 
put way our fins, and endure the ſeverity of God's 
judgment; yet are they pleaſing and acceptable 
to God in Chriſt, and ſpring out of a true and lively 
Faith, inſomuch that by them a lively Faith may 
be as evidently known, as a tree diſcerned by its 


fruit. 
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XI. Of Wirks of Supererogation. 


Oluntary Works, beſides, over and above God's 

Commandments, which they call Works of 
Supererogation, cannot be taught without arrogan= 
cy and impiety, For by them men do declare, 
That they do not only render unto God as much 
as they are bound to do, but that they do more 
for his ſake than of bounden duty is required: 
whereas Chriſt ſaith plainly, When ye have done 
all that is commanded you, ſay, We are unprofic- 

able ſervants, 


XII. Of Sin after Fuſtification. 

OT every ſin willingly committed after Juſti- 

fication, is the ſin againſt the Holy Ghoſt, 
and unpardonable. Wherefore the grant of re- 
pentance is not to be denied to ſuch as fall into ſin, 
after juſtification : after we have received the Holy 
Ghoſt, we may depart from grace given, and fall 
into fin, and by the grace of God riſe again, and 
amend our lives. And therefore they are to be 
condemned who ſay they can no more fin as long 
as they live here, or deny the place of forgiveneſs to 
ſuch as truly repent, | 


XIII. Of the Church, | 

HE viſible Church of Chriſt is a Congregation 

of faithful men, in. which the pure Word 

of God is preached, and the Sacraments duly ad- 

miniſtered according to Chriſt's Ordinance, in all 

thoſe things that of neceſſity are requiſite to the 
ſame, | 


XIV. Of Purgatory, + | 
HE Romiſh Doctrine concerning Purgatory, 
Pardons, Worſhipping, and Adoration, as 


well of Images, as of Reliques, and alſo Invoca-

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tion of Saints, is a fond thing vainly invented, and 
grounded upon no warrant of Scripture, but repug— 
nant to the Word of God. 


XV. Of ſpeaking in the Congregation in ſuch a Tongue 
| as the People underſtand. 


T is a thing plainly repugnant to the Word of 
1 God, and the Cuſtom of the Primitive Church, 

to have Public Prayer in the Church, or to miniſ- 
ter the Sacraments in a W not underſtood by 
the People. 


XVI. Of the Sacraments. 


Acraments ordained of Chriſt, are not only 

badges or tokens of Chriſtian Men's Profeſſion ; 
but rather they are certain Signs of Grace, and 
God's good-will towards us, by the which he 
doth work inviſibly in us, and doth not only quick- 
en, but alſo ſtrengthen and confirm our faith in 
him. 

There are two Sacraments ordained of Chrift our 
Lord in the Goſpel ; that is to ſay, Baptiſm, and 
the Supper of the Lord. 

Thoſe five commonly called Sacraments ; that is 
to ſay, Confirmation, Penance, Orders, Matrimony, 
and extreme Unction, are not to be counted for 
Sacraments of the Goſpel, being ſuch as have partly 
grown out of the corrupt following of the Apoſtles ; 
and partly are ſtates of life allowed in the Scriptures, 
but yet have not the like nature of Baptiſm and the 
Lord's Supper, becauſe they have not any viſible 
Sign or Ceremony ordained of God, 

The Sacraments were not ordained of Chrilt to 
be gazed upon, or to be carried about ; but that we 
ſhould duly uſe them. And in ſuch only as Wor- 
thily receive the ſame, they have a wholeſome eitect 
or operation: but they that receive them unwor- 

thily, 
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thily, purchaſe to themſelves condemnation, as Saint 


Paul faith, 


XVII. Of Baptiſm. 


RYE is not only a ſign of profeſſion, and We 
of difference, whereby Chriſtians are diſtin- 

guiſhed from others that are not baptized ; but it is 
Alſo a ſign of regeneration, or the new birth. The 
Baptiſm of young children is to be retained in the 
church. 


XVIII. Of the Lord's Supper. 


11 Supper of the Lord is not only a ſign of 
the love that Chriſtians ought to have among 


themſelves one to another, but rather is a ſacra- 


ment of our redemption by Chriſt's death; inſo- 

much, that to ſuch as rightly, worthily, and with 

faith receive the ſame, the bread which we break 

is a partaking of the body of Chriſt ; and likewiſe

Tranſubſtantiation, or the change of the ſub- 
ſtance of bread and wine in the Supper of the Lord, 
cannot be proved by holy writ ; but is repugnant to 
the plain words of Scripture, overthroweth the na- 
ture of a ſacrament, and hath given occaſion to many 
ſuperſtitions. 

The dody of Chriſt is given, taken, and eaten 
in the Supper, only after an heavenly and ſpiritual 
manner. And the mean whereby the body of 
Chriſt is received and eaten in the Supper, is 
faith. 

The ſacrament of the Lord's Supper was not by 
Chriſt's ordinance relerved, carried about, lifted 
up, or worſhipped,

HE cup of the Lord is not to be denied to the 

lay- people; for both the parts of the Lord's 

Supper, by Chrilt's ordinance and commandment, 
ought to be miniſtered to all Chriſtians alike, 


XX. Of the One Ovlation of Chriſt, finiſhed upon the 


roſs. 


HE offering of Chriſt once made, is that per- 

fect redemption, propitiation, and ſatisfaction 

for all the fins of the whole word, both original 

and actual; and there is none other ſatisfaction for 

fin but that alone. Wherefore the ſacrifice of 

maſſes, in the which it is commonly ſaid that the 

prieſt doth offer Chriſt for the quick and the dead, 

to have remiſſion of pain or guilt, is a blaſphemous 
fable, and dangerous deceit. 


XXI. Of the Marriage of Miniſters, 
HE miniſters of Chriſt are not commanded by 
God's law either to vow the eſtate of ſingle 
life, or to abſtain from marriage; therefore it is 
Jawful for them, as for all other Chriſtians, to marry 
at their own diſcretion, as they ſhall judge the ſame 
to ſerve beſt to godlineſs. 


XXII. Of the Rites and Ceremonies of Churches. 


T is not neceſſary that rites and ceremonies ſhould 

in all places be the ſame, or exactly alike; for 
they have been always different, and may be changed 
according to the diverſity of countries, times, and 
men's manners, ſo that nothing be ordained againſt 
God's word. Whoſoever, through his private 
judgment, willingly and purpoſely doth openly break 
the rites and ceremonies of the church to which he 
| | belongs, 
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belongs, which are not repugnant to the word of 
God, and are ordained and approved by common 
authority, ought to be rebuked openly, that others 
may fear to do the like, as one that offendeth againſt 
the common order of the church, and woundeth 
the conſciences of weak brethren. 

Every particular church may ordain, change, or 


aboliſh rites and ceremonies, ſo that all things ma 
be done to edification. | 8 of * 


XXIII. Of the Rulers of the Britiſh Dominions. 


4 King's Majeſty, with his Parliament, 
hath the chief power in all the Britiſn Do- 
minions; unto whom the chief government of all 
eſtates in all cauſes doth appertain, and is not, nor 


ought to be, ſubject to any foreign juriſdiction, 


XXIV. Of Chriſtian Men's Goods: 
HE riches and goods of Chriſtians are not com- 
- mon; as touching the right, title, and poſſeſ- 
ſion of the ſame, as ſome do falſely boaſt. Not- 
withſtanding, every man ought, of ſuch things as he 
poſſeſſeth, liberally to give alms to the poor accord= 
ing to his ability. ; | 


XXV. Of a Chriftian Man's Oath. 


S we confeſs that vain and raſh ſwearing is for- 

bidden Chriſtian men by our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 

and James his apoſtle ; ſo we judge that the Chriſtian 

religion doth not prohibit, but that a man may ſwear 

when the magiſtrate requireth, in a cauſe of faith 

and charity, ſo it be done according to the Prophet's 
teaching, in juſtice, judgment, and truth, 
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
